I am presum ing to w rite to you and to my 
brethren o f the m iin stry only because the 
subject a t baud is o f such tra v e importance. 
As m in isters of th e cf lurch w e are vitally con­ 
cerned w ith th e presen t decision regarding 
the mrainteaarkce of t h e . ancient third-term 
p rircrple. 
F'rligion gave birth to d f snocracy and religion 
dei ends upon democracy dor its strength in the 
tut arc. The church has alw ays been the cradle 
a n i citadel of democracy!. 
Now we face a threat to American Democ­ 
racy. No m an has ever before attem pted to 
perpct irate him self and a vast political machine 
in pow '/ by seeking a third term . Bars are 
being let down, force* are being set in motion 
which can result in dictatorship. 
An American dictatorship would probably be 
more subtle and k/ss crude than elsewhere, but 
none the less tfA alitarian. The technique is 
alw ays th e sai#ie.

W hen a Presiden' after eight years can im­ 
post his Will upon a bewildered and fundam en­ 
tally unwilling party once famed for its freedom 
of tfiought, it is in essence a dictatorship, 
rationalize it an we will. 
We are not approaching thus m atter as parti­ 
sans. M inis)es s ought not to engage in partisan 
politics, m ost of us believe. Nor is this an issue 
regarding the Executive as a m an who many 
ministers personally admire. W e are dealing 
with a -principle involving som ething far more 
fundam ental thar, partisanship. The question 
is, ‘ Shall we loy, cr the bars and perm it a ven 
turc 'ha* can lead this nation in the future, 
under u n k n o w n p ersonalities who m ay be 
m otivated rn it by our traditions of freedom 
but by the cynicism of power, to the abrogation 
of democrx/ ac and religious institutions?”

The third term tradition is part of the armor 
of Freedom. It is a restraint against the abuse 
o f pow er. . . as such it finds many forms, 
w ritten or unwritten. Free men have always 
sought means to prevent p o lk ital machines 
from perpetuating themselves in office. 
The chief value o f constitutions, w ritten or 
unw ritten, aside from prescribing th e jurisdic­ 
tion, of various officers, and so preventing con­ 
flict end chaos, is th at they place Imputations 
upon. power. 


Humnn. liberty may be legally defined as a 
restraint up* rn gov ernm rntal power. When it is 
without restraint, there is no liberty, as witness 
G erm any today. 


The an ti-third term tradition is ooe of those 
restraints. W ashington, Jefferson and Jackson 
form ulated it, but th e three or four hundred 
million Anoencans who have lived since 1787 
have silently ratified it. It is like the common 
law. In not less *han 34 states it ti expressly 
w ritten in their constitutions. 
If there is any section.of the*-wintry that has 
the obligsition of history and party loyalty to 
oppose a t*hird-term -for-any-President, it is the 
Southern states. Although m ost of the states of 
the Union have constitutional provisions lim it­ 
ing the tenure in cdfree of their chief executives, 
this principle was extended to the presidency 
itself b y the C onstitution of the Confederate 
States. They m ade it impossible, even in war­ 
time, for President Jefferson Davis, or anyone 
else, to fasten him self upon the sovereign nation 
they were attem pting to create. They intended 
to make it impossible for any man to obtain an 
undrinkable grip upon governm ent. 
It 5s not strange, therefore, th at the Demo* 
erat* of the South are especially concerned a t 
the threatened violation of w hat they have 
always considered an im portant principle of 
free governm ent. 
N ot only is there this historical background 
out it is also the tru th that the principle has 
been urged more powerfully by the Democrat* 
than by Republicans.
